Toni  Lee  once  auditioned  for  a job  in  the  male 
ballet  chorus  in  the  Jewel  Box  Revue  and  was  told 
there  were  no  jobs  open  at  the  time,  except  for  a 
toe-dancing  female  impersonator. 

Toni  went  out,  bought  the  shoes  and  a wig,  prac- 
ticed a toe  dancing  routine,  came  back,  and  danced 
into  the  job  and  into  the  world  of  female  imperson- 
ating. 
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“I've  been  in  the  silks  ever  since,"  says  Miss  Lee, 
who  shortly  after  winning  the  toe-dancing  job  went 
on  to  put  her  own  act  together  and  appear  alone. 
She  bills  herself  as  "The  China  Doll." 

"I'm  half  Chinese  and  half  English,"  Toni  says. 
"My  toe  dance  routine  has  an  Oriental  theme.  I 
tell  the  audience  about  my  dance,  and  invite  them 
to  participate." 

Miss  Lee's  most  popular  presentation  is  her  fan 
dance.  She  strips  "to  a certain  point"  and  dances 
with  two  feathered  fans.  The  audiences  love  this 
routine  above  all  others! 


Toni  has  been  studying  ballet  ever  since  she  was  a 
small  boy,  or  girl,  or  whatever... 

She  works  at  different  night  clubs,  mostly  in  New 
York,  but  will  go  on  the  road  this  summer  to  appear 
in  Boston,  Atlantic  City  and  other  sophisticated 
clubs  along  the  East  Coast  and  across  the  country. 

"The  night  clubs  don't  have  big  shows  any  more," 
says  Miss  Lee.  "Single  acts  are  more  popular.  Every 
weekend,  I work  ....  alone.  I make  more  money 
that  way,  too." 

Asked  what  she  thought  of  transexuals,  she  said: 

"I  have  many  friends  who  have  undergone  the  sex 
change.  It  is  much  more  popular  than  most  people 
realize." 
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To  Toni,  working  as  a female  impersonator  is 
something  she  enjoys  very  much,  and  something 
she  didn't  consider  doing  until  she  was  frankly  out 
of  work  and  looking  for  any  kind  of  dancing  job 
she  could  handle. 

When  Toni  met  the  challenge  and  got  the  toe- 
dancing female  impersonator  job,  it  changed  the 
course  of  her  life. 

"I've  been  hung  up  on  female  impersonating  ever 
since,"  Toni  adds.  "It's a wayof  life  for  me  now. 
I'll  stay  with  it  always." 


A bevy  of  Philadelphia's  most  beautiful  boys  help- 
ed Henri  David  kick  off  his  ill-fated  "Through  the 
Looking  Glass"  four  city  series  of  female  impersona- 
tion contests. 

The  competitions,  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia, 
Washington,  New  York  and  Atlanta,  has  as  first 
prize  a fully  paid  sex  change  operation.  Accord- 
ing to  Mr.  David,  the  reaction  to  the  prize  was  so 
negative  and  vehement,  he  received  threats  on  his 
life  if  he  continued  the  series.  Mr.  David  therefore 
cancelled  the  series  after  the  initial  competition. 
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Another  contributing  factor  may  have  been  the 
poor  turnout  at  the  affair,  estimated  to  be  about 
150  people.  The  crowd  seemed  varied  and  relaxed, 
with  high  society  types  mingling  with  the  great 
many  young  people  in  attendance. 

Twenty  one  boys  participated  in  the  event,  and 
all  were  so  lovely,  a decision  to  pick  even  three 
equal  winners  was  most  difficult.  The  very  capable 
judges  included  two  post-operative  transexuals,  the 
manager  of  an  exclusive  Philadelphia  clothing 
boutique,  and  a newspaper  columnist.

drag  world.  Johnny  is  happiest 
with  the  bar  he  has  now,  having 
had  four  different  ones  in  the 
last  ten  years.  This  one  has  an 
enormous  stage,  which  easily 
holds  25  people,  and  the  seat- 
ing capacity  comfortably  holds 
12,000.  The  bar's  interior  has 
a luxurious  night-club  atmos- 
phere. His  club  is  go  grand,  in 
fact,  that  his  remaining  balls 
will  all  be  held  there.  The  club 
is  open  7 days  a week,  with  a 
floor  show  every  Friday  and 
Saturday  and  a talent  night 
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During  the  course  of  a week's  activities  in  the 
internationally  famous  82  Club  in  New  York  City, 

I have  interviewed  sometimes  as  many  as  twenty 
aspiring  would-be  femme  impersonators  who 
came  in,  sometimes  in  full  female  attire  of  varied 
descriptions  and  always  with  the  stardust  in  their 
eyes  of  perhaps  becoming  a big-time  femme  mimic. 
They  are  goggle-eyed  at  the  display  of  beauty  and 
talent  in  the  82  Club  Show  ( a professional  company 
of  about  thirty  entertainers).  . . . but  unfortunately 
they  miss  the  most  important  element  that  goes 
into  the  making  of  a good  professional  entertainer 

tnat  being  TALENT.  . . combined  with  an 

ability  to  work  hard  and  learn  what  is  not  accomp- 
lished in  a short  amount  of  time. 

I think  the  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  there 
is  a world  of  difference  between  the  average 
transvestite  ( a male  who  finds  pleasure  in  wearing 
female  attire)  and  the  PROFESSIONAL  female 
impersonator  who  appears  in  theatres  and  night- 
clubs and  who  does  this  for  his  livelihood.  This 
difference  nas  never  really  been  explained  in 
countless  books  and  articles  I have  had  time  to 
read. 

It  is  no  great  feat  for  any  male  with  comely 
features  and  a decently  proportioned  body  to 
apply  a bit  of  makeup  and  don  a wig  plus  the 
necessary  female  attire  and  to  pass  themselves 
off  as  a reasonably  convincing  female.  Its  done 
in  countless  films  and  theatrical  bits  weekly.  . . 
generally  in  a comedy  vein.  . . but  nevertheless 
convincing.  It  is  being  done  more  and  more  re- 
cently on  an  amateur  scale  by  the  boys  who 
like  a night  out  on  the  town  in  femme  clothes. 
THESE  CHAPS  ARE  NOT  TO  BE  CONFUSED 
WITH  THE  PROFESSIONAL  STAGE  IMPER- 
SONATOR. I am  not  condemning  these  fun- 
loving  transvestites  who  find  pleasure  in  "kicking 
up”  in  drag  at  the  big  drag  affairs,  and  who  like 
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to  "appear”  at  some  of  the  bars  and  off-beat 
cafes  who  permit  entry  to  this  gay  crowd. 

I say.  . . live.  . . and  enjoy  what  you  like.  . . . 
as  long  as  these  lads  conduct  themselves  as 
"ladies”.  . ..  and  do  not  pass  themselves  off 
as  professionals.  The  prostitution  bit  is  some- 
thing else.  Live  and  let  live  I say.  . . as  long  as 
tney  leave  the  stage-boys  to  their  own  schtick! ! 

Most  of  tne  “professional”  prostitutes  I have  en- 
countered who  work  as  females  are  not  eager  to 
have  their  true  sex  revealed  anyway.  . . thus, 
they  avoid  publicity. 

My  advice  to  young  applicants  who  have 
transvestite  leanings  and  who  aspire  to  a 
career  on  the  stage  as  an  impersonator  can  be 
summed  up  with  the  following  tips. 

First.  . . take  inventory  of  YOURSELF  after 
you  have  seen  some  really  FINE  PROFESSIONAL 
MIMICS  PERFORM.  Is  this  what  you  think  you’d 
like  to  do?  You  may  scream  . . . yes,  yes.  . . def- 
initely yes!  Youth  generally  runs  rampant  when 
they’re  turned  on  to  something  they  dig!  What  can 
you  do  in  the  line  of  entertaining  or  performing? 

Do  you  sing  well.  . . or  have  a background  of 
dance  training?  Can  you  honestly  say  that  you 
can  mimic  a female  on  a stage  in  front  of  an 
audience  who  have  paid  to  see  this  type  of  enter- 
tainment and  do  it  well.  . . and  are  you  prepared  to 
adopt  a PROFESSIONAL  ATTITUDE  and  con- 
stantly remember  that  you  are  a MALE  performing 
as  a female.  . . and  not  the  real  McCoy.  . . in  the 
event  you  are  appearing  in  a large  show  where  the 
entire  company  removes  their  wigs  at  the  end  of 
the  show.  Your  homosexual  temperament  must 
never  come  into  play  at  any  time  relardless  of 
how  "feminine”  you  feel  and  how  many  stage- 
door  johnnies  are  convinced  to  the  fact  that  you 
are  a female.  Remember,  this  is  a business.  . . . 
and  you  will  have  many  occasions  to  work  in  clubs 
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or  theatres  in  various  cities  where  you  must  leave 
after  the  show  in  the  most  convincing  MALE 
manner  and  attire  you  can  effect.  New  York 
City  is  lax  on  this  at  present.  . . but  I recall 
only  six  years  ago  that  no  professional  femme 
impersonator  ever  left  a theatre  or  club  after 
a performance  even  with  the  slightest  semblance 
of  stage  makeup  on.  Most  cities  in  the  United 
States  are  stickers  on  this.  Be  prepared  for  it. 

Are  you  prepared  to  invest  some  money  in  an 
act?  Good  wardrobe,  musical  arrangements  and 
a well  disceiplined  routine  are  essential.  . . just 
as  they  are  to  any  other  type  of  act  in  show 
business. 

Can  you  take  advantage  of  your  natural 
abilities.  . . for  example.  . . there  are  a dozen 
pretty  impersonators  in  the  business  to  only 
one  really  good,  funny  comediene.  The  business 
is  literally  crying-out  for  really  funny  boys  in 
drag.  At  present  tnere  are  only  a few  around.  . . 
and  believe  it  or  not.  . . they  can  command  top 
money  and  placement  in  a large  show.  . . and  can 
always  work  in  ANY  TYPE  of  variety  show.  I 
list  Pudgy  Roberts,  Bunny  Bates  ( a record 
pantomine  act),  Johnny  Rose,  ( a veteran  funny 
man)  Carlos,  a hilarious  prima  donna,  Little  Lil, 
a heavy  set  funny  “lady”.  . . . and  the  famous 
“Grandma’s”  Ray  and  John  Lonas  who  have 
appeared  for  years  on  the  West  Coast.  (John 
Lonas  recently  passed  away  and  Ray  has  continued 
as  a single.)  These  comprise  about  what  is  left, 
professionally  speaking  of  the  big-time  funny  men 
of  the  business.  Far  too  few  for  a necessary  factor 
in  any  show.  As  a producer  of  the  biggest  femme 
mimic  show  in  the  world,  I am  constantly  seeking 
good  comedians.  . . and  believe  me,  Charlie,  they're 
hard  to  find!  Think  that  over! 

My  last  tip.  Pick  your  star  and  try  to  talk  with 
them,  either  by  writing  them  for  an  interview  or 
by  seeking  them  out  after  a performance.  Listen  to 
what  they  have  to  say  about  working  hard,  and 
constantly  being  “on  the  ball”  with  new  ideas.  . . 
new  looks  in  fashions.  . . new  material  for  stage 
presentation.  . . and  study  them  on  stage  as  they 
perform.  Imitation  is  sometimes  said  to  be  the 
purest  form  of  flattery.  If  you  have  to  start  off 
by  imitating  one  of  your  ideals.  . . then  do  so.  . . 
because  in  time  you  v\ftll  find  your  own  scene. 
Being  an  impersonator  is  not  the  easiest  road  to 
travel.  . . but,  it  has  many  rewarding  factors.  Talk 
to  some  of  the  big  people  in  the  business  today.  . . 
and  incidentally,  there  anren't  too  many  real 
stars  around.  Performers  such  as  Lynn  Carter, 


T.C. Jones,  Ty  Bennett,  Kim  August,  Dody 
Daniels,  Vickie  Lynn,  Toby  Marsh,  Karyl  Houston 
are  a few  who  have  been  on  the  scene  awhile.  . . 
all  holding  tneir  own.  Quite  a few  new  brilliant 
faces  are  appearing  but  far  too  few  for  the  demand 
for  good  talent.  . . Carol  Durell,  Brandy  Alexander, 
Tony  Bove,  Avis  Barnes  are  but  a few  who  are 
currently  appearing.  . . and  who  will  continue 
to  make  themselves  known  if  they  continue  with 
their  enthusiasm  and  performance. 

Every  little  lad  who  called  for  an  interview  is 
always  given  a good  opportunity  to  discuss  their 
aspirations  with  me,  as  I believe  in  giving  everyone 
a fair  shake,  even  though  from  experience,  I can 
see  almost  immediately  that  nothing  will  develop 
in  some..  . . but  in  the  event  any  of  you  call  for  an 
interview.  . . please  don't  ask  me  the  number  one 
headache  question  which  I’ve  tried  to  answer  here.  . . 
but  is  really  without  answer.  . . and  that  is  “How 
and  where  do  I start  to  get  into  this  business?” 

Ask  around  some  of  the  other  boys  and  find  out  how 
they  started.  . . that's  about  the  best  I can  say.  One 
of  these  days,  I may  find  time  in  my  senior  years 
to  maintain  some  kind  of  a school  for  training 
professional  femme  mimics.  But  we'll  get  to  that 
when  I feel  like  hanging  up  my  producer  button 
and  becoming  a old  “high-heel”  coach. 

Pudgy  Roberts  is  to  be  commended  for  actively 
promoting  an  interest  in  bettering  female  imper- 
sonation and  I have  donated  this  article  to  him 
without  fee  as  a thank  you  note  for  his  interest 
in  imporving  the  business.

One  of  the  best  shows,  in  a very  long  time,  to 
grace  New  York  City,  is  the  show  entitled  "ZOU." 
Its  home  is  the  BLUE  ANGEL,  located  at  123  E. 
54th  Street,  and  although  the  overall  charge 
(which  includes  dinner)  of  $15.00  per  person 
seems  high,  I found  it  to  be  worth  it.  It  has  a 
cast  of  30  (only  about  8 of  whom  actually  don 
drag  apparel).  However,  this  is  no  real  handicap 
to  the  show  itself,  which  is  three-fourths  panto- 
mime, and  has  been  playing  to  packed  houses  for 
nine  months  now.  Its  main  attraction  is  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  mimics  of  all  time,  ARTHUR 
BLAKE.  Unlike  his  past  performances,  in  which 
he  simply  donned  props,  wigs,  or  a minimum  of 
dress,  he  goes  all  out  in  this  show,  and  gets  into 
full  drag.  And  looks  great!  Ml! ! Truly,  this  club 
is  without  question  the  NEW  82  CLUB  (which  is 
now  defunct)  right  down  to  its  main  tourist  type 
crowds,  and  New  Year  type  atmosphere.  The  only 
improvements  to  the  show  would  be  ...  if  it  were 
to  go  all  LIVE,  using  a LIVE  band,  and  to  add 
many  more  mimics  to  the  show  of  great  talents. 
The  people  who  have  this  club  seem  sincere  in 
their  efforts  to  improve  the  reputation  of  such 
poorly  put  together  pantomime  shows  of  the  past, 
and  let's  hope  that  they  continue  to  do  so.  Go 
see  the  show.  It's  good  entertainment! 


The  TV  Twirl

This  will  insure  a speedy 
reply,  and  extra  special  service.

CANDY  DARLING  died  of  cancer,  March  21,  1974 
at  the  Columbus  Hospital  Division  of  the  Cabrini 
Health  Care  Center  in  New  York  City.  He  was  26, 
and  his  real  name  was  James  Slattery.  Candy  had 
been  ill  for  about  6 months  before  his  death,  and 
was  in  the  hospital  a month  before  he  died.  He  had 
a short-lived  career  in  some  of  Andy  Warhol's  un- 
derground films  (for  which  he^was  not  paid)  and  a 
short  stage  career  in  off-Broadway  theatres.  Candy 
wore  drag  in  his  casket  (with  his  parents'  consent), 
and  was  later  cremated.  He  died  as  he  lived,  much 
in  poverty,  struggling,  working  for  exposure.  . . 
rather  than  for  money,  being  used  by  the  medias. 
Out  of  the  Warhol  stable,  Candy  was  the  only  one 
with  signs  of  potential  and  promise.  Candy  and  I 
were  good  friends.  Now,  he  can  rest  in  peace. 

Candy  . . . you  will  be  missed,  and  remembered. 

There  are  many  cross-dressers  who  miss  their  share 
of  happiness  and  enjoyment,  not  because  they 
never  found  it,  but  because  they  didn't  stop  to 
enjoy  it. 

Paula  M.  Grossman  is  a teacher  who  is  free  to  teach, 
providing  someone  will  hire  her.  This  famed,  54- 
year-old  sex-change  was  fired  from  Bernards  Town- 
Ship  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  in  1971,  after  sex  reassign- 
ment surgery.

However,  this  ruling,  which  upheld  a decis- 
ion by  the  state  Board  of  Education,  specifically 
stated  that  Grossman  could  seek  employment  else- 
where as  a teacher.

As  a man,  Paula  was  married, 
and  had  3 children.  Following  the  surgery,  she  con- 
tinued to  live  with  her  family.

Dear  Sussie: 

I found  your  address  in  a catalog  of  TV 
fashions  that  a friend  (lover)  had  received 
from  a boutique  in  New  York  operated  by 
a Michael  Salem.  She  also  had  several  of 
your  magazines  that  I enjoyed,  very  much, 
getting  turned  on,  but  hot,  from  several  of 
the  articles  and  pictures.  Early  this  month, 
the  laws  here  were  changed,  giving  all  we 
transexuals  and  homosexuals  true  freedom 
to  live  and  love  openly  with  others  who 
are  18  years  old  or  older.  Here  in  Frank- 
furt, we  have  a club,  or  Kries,  as  it  is 
called  in  German,  of  transexuals  and  trans- 
vestites and  on  the  weekend  of  the  17-18, 
we  held  a weekend  celebration  party  of 
our  new  freedom.  I hadn't  been  screwed 
so  vigorously  nor  so  long  before  in  my 
life  and  I have  been  making  love  to  men 
for  over  15  years.  I had  to  sit  on  a pillow 
for  days.  Well,  I won't  get  started  telling 
you  about  that. 

My  purpose  in  writing  to  you  is  in  the 
hope  that  you  might  have  some  interest  in 
our  activities  over  here  and  we  could  sup- 
ply you  with  material  for  your  magazine 


and  establish  some  points  of  cross  con- 
tact for  visitors  from  both  America  and 
Germany,  who  share  our  predilections. 

I am  enclosing  a snapshot  taken  a few 
weeks  ago  in  my  apartment.  Dieter  want- 
ed a shot  of  my  legs,  so  I accommodated 
him.  He  made  several,  or  I should  say, 
quite  a few  and  one  thing  led  to  another, 
less  clothes  each  time!  Well,  my  dear, 
please  write  and  let  me  know  if  what  I 
propose  is  interesting  to  you.  Do  you  ever 
travel  to  Europe  yourself?  It's  been  8 
years  since  I was  last  in  the  United  States 
and  I had  a simply  terrible  experience 
with  the  police  in  Philadelphia.  A friend 
I met  in  a gay  bar  and  I were  making 
love  in  his  car  and  these  beasts  shown 
lights  into  the  car  on  us.  They  let  him  go 
after  taking  his  name  and  other  data,  but 
they  kept  me  with  them  and  took  me  to 
a police  station  where  in  a cell  they 
stripped  me  naked  and  turned  10  other 
prisoners  loose  on  me.  The  bastards 
laughed  while  they  beat  me  and  used  me. 
They  took  pictures  of  me  sucking  some  of 
them  to  blackmail  my  being  able  to  com- 
plain. So  I have  no  fond  memories  of  my 
last  visit  to  Phil.  I do  of  Washington.  It 
was  lovely  there— much  fun  and  an  ex- 
quisitely built  friend  in  Georgetown.

The  crowd,  stung 
to  the  core  by  the  truth  of  the  statements, 
rose  to  an  ovation  at  its  finish,  when  the  figure 
flung  a crown  and  a Queens' Liberation  Front 
banner  into  them. ...Thus  ended  another  chapter 
in  the  many  varied  life  of  Lee  G.  Brewster,  drag 
queen  extraordinaire. 

Lee's  name  is  synonymous  with  the  quest  for 
rights  of  the  cross  dresser.  His  life  is  basically  a 
history  of  just  what  one  person  can  do  when, 
armed  with  a righteousness  of  purpose  and  sheer 
strength  of  will. 

Unlike  many  leaders  of  civil  rights  movements, 
Mr.  Brewster  came  to  the  awareness  of  his  pur- 
pose as  the  result  of  an  out-and-out  clear  case  of 
persecution.  The  tale  is  this:  valedictorian  and 
a most  likely  to  succeed  in  business  award.  He 
applied  and  got  security  clearance  from  the  FBI. 
This  was  in  spite  of  his  homosexual  orientation  — 
and  his  female  pitched  voice.  He  more  than 
likely  would  have  succeeded  J.  Edgar  Hoover,

had  not  fate,  in  the  person  of  a Maryland  police- 
man, intervened. 

Mr.  Brewster  and  a perfectly  stunning  Navy 
lieutenant  were  observed  kissing  by  the  police, 
who  promptly  arrested  the  two  of  them  for  being 
in  violation  of  the  state's  sodomy  laws.  Always 
the  upfront  personage,  Lee  promptly  informed 
his  superiors  of  his  arrest  and  was  immediately 
discharged.  No  word  has  been  obtained  as  to 
what  the  lieutenant  suffered. 

It  was  this  affair  which  crystallized  Gay  Lib- 
eration in  Lee's  head.  Why  should  he  have  lost 
his  livelihood  for  doing  something  which,  if  he 
were  a woman,  would  be  perfectly  “normal"  and 
accepted  and  encouraged.  Wat  there  any  differ- 
ence? Fortunately,  Lee  was  able  to  recognize  a 
positive  feeling  when  she  saw  it. 

After  arriving  in  New  York,  Mr.  Brewster  again 
proved  his  individuality  by  doing  something  that 
immediately  set  him  apart  from  most  movement 
leaders:  He  went  to  work.  He  took  a business 
course,  and  he  joined  the  Mattachine  Society. 

Lee's  initiation  into  the  movement  also  started 
his  disenchantment  with  it.  It  was  the  beginning 
of  the  era  when  the  Gay  Movement  took  on  a 
young  Communist/Socialist  bent.  This  rubbed 
against  Mr.  B's  grain.  So  much  time  and  energy 
were  lost  in  senseless  rhetoric,  while  nothing  at  all 
was  accomplished.  It  was  a waste  of  manpower. 

Meanwhile,  back  home,  Mattachine  was  going 
broke.  Here  was  where  Lee's  fantastic  ability  for 
leadership  manifested  itself.  Following  his  policy 
of  making  any  asset  work  for  oneself,  Mr.  Brew- 
ster gave  Miss  Brewster's  first  drag  ball  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  the  Mattachine  solvent.  For 
this,  he  was  ironically  awarded  the  Mattachine 
Man  of  the  Year  award. 

However,  it  was  at  this  point  that  Lee  felt  the 
antipathy  of  the  Gay  Movement  to  the  whole 
issue  of  cross-dressing.  While  they  (meaning  cer- 
tain Gay  Movement  leaders)  were  more  than  wil- 
ling to  accept  the  income  that  the  balls  brought 
in,  they  were  quick  to  point  out  that  this  was 
something  done  only  in  camp,  not  seriously,  and 
that  the  drag  in  no  wayrreflected  the  attitude  of 
the  homosexuals  Also,  the  drag  was  removed 
from  those  occasions  that  were  considered  to  be 
important.  No  drag  was  represented  at  any  press 
parties,  for  instance.  But  more  hideous  than  that 
was  the  fact  that  the  drag  was  considered  an  ar- 
chaic embarrassment;  they  also  did  not  deserve  the 
work  necessary  to  guarantee  their  rights.  In  fact, 
in  the  interest  of  rights  for  the  other  gays,  the 
leadership  was  more  than  willing  to  sacrifice  the 
drag  in  the  interest  of  appeasing  the  straight. 

A weaker  person  might  have  been  tempted  to 
sit  back  while  this  occurred  and  accept  the 
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crumbs  that  the  gay  movement  offered,  but  not 
Lee.  He  took  hold  of  the  situation  and  left  the 
Mattachine.  Then,  after  careful  thought  and  de- 
liberation, Lee  formed  Queens  Liberation  Front. 
Wishing  to  avoid  the  hours  of  senseless  bickering 
and  to  get  down  to  the  business  of  liberation,  Lee 
set  up  QLF  as  a business  venture.  Its  sole  and 
only  purpose  was  to  work  for  the  rights  of  the 
cross-dresser.  This  made  QLF  unique  in  the  his- 
tory of  civil  rights  organizations.  All  work  would 
be  done  through  the  legal  process.  In  short,  you 
get  the  system  to  work  for  you  instead  of  attack- 
ing the  system. 

In  order  to  establish  QLF  immediately  as  a 
group  to  be  reckoned  with,  Lee  published  a pros- 
pectus of  the  rights  he  hoped  to  obtain.  QLF  now 
holds  the  distinction  of  being  the  ONLY  civil 
rights  group  to  achieve  its  goals  in  the  history  of 
the  civil  rights  movement. 

It  became  apparent  that  there  was  a need  for  a 
relatively  cheap,  reliable  news  source  that  would 
deal  with  matters  of  interest  to  the  cross-dresser. 

It  also  soon  became  apparent  that  this  would  have 
to  encompass  all  aspects  of  the  cross-dressers'  life- 
style to  be  a true  service  to  the  community.  So, 
three  years  ago,  DRAG  Magazine  made  its  initial 
appearance  on  newsstands  across  the  country.  As 
the  funding  became  more  available,  the  magazine 
grew  and  was  improved  upon,  until  now  it  stands 
.as  the  Number  1 publication  in  its  field.  It  has 
been  accepted  as  an  educational  source  by  several 
library  associations  throughout  the  nation.  World- 
wide markets  are  now  available  and  I wouldn't  be 
surprised  if  you  begin  to  see  penguins  in  evening 
gowns  instead  of  tuxedos. 

Of  course,  Lee  wasn't  content  to  sit  back  and 
watch  her  magazine  grow.  He  got  a taste  of  enter- 
tainment at  the  Mattachine.  Wouldn't  the  entire 
TV  community  appreciate  a ball  where  they  would 
be  treated  with  respect,  and  not  as  freaks  on  par- 
ade? You  bet  they  did. 

As  with  all  other  ventures,  Mr.  Brewster  set  out 
to  improve  the  concept  of  the  traditional  drag  ball. 
The  first  logical  move  was  to  give  a fair  — that  is, 
not  fixed  — contest.  But  Lee  had  to  have  more... 
and  that  more  came  in  the  person  of  the  glamor- 
ous Mr.  Chris  Moore,  the  legendary  Jewel  Box  Re- 
vue star,  and  the  first  show  ever  presented  at  a ball. 

Here  again,  Lee's  class  shown  through.  While 
most  clubs  were  embracing  the  amateurish  record 
acts,  Lee  insisted  upon  and  got  the  best  in  live 
entertainment.  The  stars  sang  and  danced  their 
way  into  the  obvious  love  of  the  crowds.  In  fact, 
the  cry  “Show  Time!”  at  a Mardi  Gras  ball  is 
enough  to  send  even  the  most  obnoxious  “float 
queen”  scurrying  to  her  seat.  It  is  no  small 
statement  to  say  that  Mr.  Brewster  has  never 
given  an  unsuccessful  affair. 


Still  there  was  more.  The  theme  of  the  ball 
was  Mardi  Gras.  So  with  an  initial  few,  after 
working  a deal  with  a travel  agent,  Lee  led  the 
first  TV  tour  to  the  home  of  the  Mardi  Gras, 

New  Orleans.  This  developed  into  the  remark- 
ably successful  Mardi  Gras  tour.  It  is  the  cheap- 
est tour  available,  and  some  say  the  most  fun. 

Again,  all  this  revolves  around  DRAG  Maga- 
zine. Lee  threatened  court  action  against  any- 
one who  refused  to  deal  with  the  TV.  Even  the 
New  York  Waldorf-Astoria  agreed  to  have  a ball, 
if  Miss  Brewster  so  deigned.  DRAG  reads  like  a 
chronical  of  his  liberation  exploits.  One  of  the 
favorite  stories  Lee  tells  is  of  the  time  he  first  an- 
nounced his  intentions  of  giving  a Mardi  Gras 
Ball. 

It  is  interesting,  but  as  with  Garbo,  a cult  is 
building  around  Lee  as  she  works  quietly.  Lee 
laughs  at  this.  His  personal  lifestyle  is  extremely 
modest  as  friends  have  found  out.  "If  people 
want  to  think  of  me  as  laying  up  in  feathers  and 
ermine,  living  it  up  on  the  income  of  my  balls, 
let  them  enjoy.  That  is  their  image.  They  don't 
realize  that  one  appearance  is  the  result  of  nine 
months  of  hard  work." 

But  then  that  is  Lee's  entrenched  protestant 
ethic  — work.  It  never  hurt  anyone.  You  think 
that  he  would  be  content  with  his  success  so  far, 
but  not  so.  Lee  is  determined  to  improve  DRAG 
even  further.  It  is  currently  the  TIME  Magazine 
of  TV,  and  I guess  he  wants  the  Atlantic  Month- 
ly status.  Also,  Queens  Publications  is  coming 
out  with  a new  magazine,  THE  CROSS-DRESS- 
ER. This  will  deal  primarily  with  the  transves- 
tite as  opposed  to  drag  queens.  As  with  any  Lee 
G.  Brewster  enterprise,  the  public  is  already  res- 
ponding. Merely  the  announcement  of  intent  to 
publish  has  brought  a flurry  of  subscriptions.  To 
Lee,  this  is  a reflection  of  simple  fact.  When 
one  sends  something  to  Lee  for  something,  one 
gets  what  one  ordered.  In  this  era  of  ripoffs, 
this  is  a phenomenal  statement. 

Now,  of  course,  the  question  must  be  asked 
as  to  what  the  future  could  possibly  hold.  "The 
Mardi  Gras  tour  could  do  with  something  extra. 
We're  booked  over  capacity  and  that  was  good. 
Perhaps  we'll  expand  to  include  a ball  given  in 
New  Orleans.  That  would  be  nice.  QLF  is  doing 
well.  I am  excited  about  the  potential  of  THE 
CROSS-DRESSER.  That  will  really  be  some- 
thing. I'm  getting  more  clothes  for  my  boutique. 
It  is  all  mail  order  now,  but  we  will  go  to  a store 
eventually.  That  was  the  final  thing  in  my  pros- 
pectus — a place  where  the  TV  could  shop  and 
not  be  exploited,"  Lee  said. 

So  still,  what  dreams  are  left  for  Lee?  What 
mountains  or  falsies  does  she  climb  next?
